Applicant's argument presented with amendment filed on 25 August 2003, is not persuasive. 

Regarding claim 14, applicant argued that the secondary barriers would have to be between pairs of bus electrode which is clearly shown 
in the secondary referenc of Amemiya (US 6525470), with the secondary barriers and the grooves located in parrallel to the bus 
electrodes. Further applicant admits, in the argiument, that grooves would also be between barriers. Thus meets the claim limitation of 
claim 14. 

Further examiner wants to point out that claim 14 simply recites that "grooves are located between adjacent barriers", does not claim 
specifically between secondary barriers (though in claim applicant does not mention secondary barriers , it is understood that in the 
argument, by secondary barriers applicant meant barriers in second direction). 

Regarding other claims applicant only recites that Amemmiya fails to disclose or suggests all the features without further explanation how prior art 
differs form the claims. However, examiner disagrees.
